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INTRODUCTION. 


This handbook gives a selection of the principal statistics available 
for each municipality, shire and non-municipal town in New South Wales. 
Municipalities and shires are areas incorporated under the Local Government 
Act, but a "non-municipal town" is a town of 1,000 or more inhabitants at 
the Census of 30th June, 1954 situated within the boundaries of a shire 
outside the Metropolitan Area. On page 52 there is an alphabetical list 
of non-municipal towns showing the shire in which the non-municipal town is 
located. Statistics for the Sydney Metropolitan Area, Newcastle Urban Area, 
and each Statistical Division of the State are also shown. 


The individual areas are arranged alphabetically in four groups, viz.:=- 
(a) SYDNEY METROPOLITAN AREA, comprising 28 municipalities, portion of one 


municipality, 2 shires, and portion of 3 shires, together with an aggregate 
of these areas; 


(b) COUNTRY TOWNS, comprising 74 municipalities, portion of one municipality, 
Newcastle Urban Area, and 79 non=-municipal towns. 


(c) COUNTRY SHIRES, comprising 128 shires, portion of 3 shires, and the 
Unincorporated Area in the Westexn Division of the State; and 


(d) STATISTICAL DIVISIONS, comprising 14 Statistical Divisions and a total 
for New South Wales. 

An index of municipalities, shires, and non-municipal towns in each 
statistical division is given on pages 53 and 54 of this handbook. 


A more detailed description of the fifty-three statistical items, 
and a dist of abbreviations used, are shown on the following four pages.
